Recoinage  was  abiolntoly 
necessary  because  the  coins  in  circulation  had 
been  very  seriously  mutilated  and  reduced  In 
weight,  and  aa  the  money  became  woree^  counter- 
feit coining  iHTturally  became  eaaiar  and  more 
frequei^t.  Nearly  every  commercial  tttsaaction 
was  naturally  the  occasion  of  furious  dispute  be- 
tween buyer  and  seller.  Many  suggestions  were 
made.  This  is  what  the  historian  has  to  say  con- 
cerning one  of  these  plans.  A  certain  William 
Lowndes,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  member 
for  Scaford  "was  not  in  the  least  aware  tliat  a 
piece  of  money  with  the  King's  head  on  it  was  a 
commodity  of  which  the  price  was  governed  by 
the  same  laws  which  govern  the  price  of  a  piece 
of  metal  fashioned  Into  a  spoon  or  a  btKlde,  and 
that  it  was  no  more  in  the  power  of  Parliament  to 
make  the  Kingdom  richer  by  calling  a  crown  a 
pound  than  to  make  the  Kingdom  larger  by  call- 
ing a  furlong  a  mile.  He  seriously  believed,  in- 
credible as  it  may  seem,  that  if  the  ounce  of  silver 
were  dfvlded  Into  seven  shillings  Infteadt  of  five, 
foreign  nations  would  sell  us 
slllis  for  a  smaller  iiumber  of  ouncei.^

The  early  history  of  Canada  furnishes  us  with 

an  example  of  monetary  unwlsdmn  wliich  is  per- 
haps equal  to  some  of  our  modern  delusions.  It 
was  during  the  early  Vteneh  period  and  it  is  the 
nu)re  intere.stlng  because  Inflation  of  the  cur- 
rency seems  to  be  the  favorite  devibe  oX  many  of 
our  modem  monetary  experimenters.  Coin  was 
.scarce  in  the  Colony  and  the  Intendant  lacked 
money  to  pay  the  soldiers.  This  Intendant  may 
have  been  the  true  and  only  original  of  that 
mythical  bank  manager  who,  In  the  opinion  of 
some  ingenious  theorists',  possesses  the  uncanny 
power  of  creating  money  by  the  stroke  of  a  magic 
pen.  The  Intendant  at  any  rate  was  a  devout 
and  simple-minded  .snul.  What  was  he  to  do? 
He  said  itiat  he  did  not  know  to  what  saint  he 
should  make  his  vows,  but  he  must  do  something. 
So  he  took  playing  cards,  cut  them  in  fours, 
stamped  them  with  a  fleur-de-lis  and  a  crown, 
and  had  them  plentifully  signed  and  counter- 
.slgned.  Of  course  succeeding  Governors  issued 
more  and  more  of  this  currency  until  during  the 
last  year  at  tttt  ffffUmr^  ighkilMi  M  wgi  atei 
lutely  worthless. 

Clearly  the  old  saying  that  there  is  nothing 
new  under  the  sun  applies  to  foolish  monetary 
policy.  The  wild  monetary  theorists  of  today  may 
rival  but  they  axe  not  likely  to  surpass  their 
predeceiK»i.

During  the  ii.e.t  few-  years  It^  has  frequently 
been  remarked,  oftener  in  private  than  in  public, 
that  the  present  depression  has  witnelsed  so 
many  ill-advised  political  experiments,  has  seen 
the  blowing  up  of  so  ouuxy  economic  bubbles,  the 
rise  and  fall  of  so  many  parties,  ip&t  future  his- 
torians are  likely  t^)  fasten  upon  these  depression 
years  some  such  label  as  the  Soap  .Box  Season, 
the  Sometlilng  for  Nothing  Decade,  the  Golden 
Age  of  Economic  Sopblitry.  the  Bra  of  Amiable 
fiocial  Lunacies. 

Certainly  the  time  has  brought  fortii  many 
astonishing  projecte,  bolstered  up  with  large 
promises  of  the  speedy  advent  of  the  dny  of 
economic  security  and  universal  social  felicity, 
biit  do  we  of  the  present  age  really  deacrte  to  be 
singled  out  for  .s{)eclal  condemnation  in  thi.s 
'regard?  Is  there  no  evidence  in  history  that  other 
people  have  been  as  foolish  as  ourselves?  In  point 
of  fact  liistory  doe.s  fell  us  of  econrimic  and 
monetary  projects  and  proposals,  put  forward 
and  seriou^  considered  In  the  past,  w^lch  Were 
quite  as  absurd  aa  eome  o(  our  modem  fade  and 
fancies. 

There  was,  for  example,  the  notorious  Cham- 
bcrlyne  plan,  put  forward  in  the  reign  of  William 
and  Mary.  It  was  a  plan  for  making  everybody 
rich,  like  the  Townsend  plan  and  some  Social 
Credit"  plans.  It  was  a  plan  which,  Macaulay 
says,  resembled  the  fancies  of  a  child,  or  the 
dream  of  a  man  in  a  fever.  Tlierc  was  to  be  a 
Land  Bank.  The  doctrine  was  that  everyone  who 
had  property  ought  to  have.  In  addition,  paper 
money  to  the  full  value  of  that  property.  If  he 
had  an  estate  worth  1,000  pounds,  he  ought  to 
have  his  estftte  ami  2.000  pnund,«!  in  paper  money. 
That  paper  money,  thus  based  on  land  values, 
was  to  be  inconvertible  legal  te^^der,  and  it  was  to 
be  issued  In  great  abundance,  ^hamberlayne  said 
that  if  the  owner  of  a  piece  of  land  with  an 
annual  income  of  one  thousand  pounds  woUfd 
l^ge  It  for  100  years  to  the  Land  Bank,  the 
Land  Bank  might  on  that  security  instantly  issue 
notei  for  on*  hundred  thouaand  pounds.  Al- 
tliough  the  most  Ignorant  squire  in  the  House  of 
Commons  must  have  known  very  well  that  the 
fee  ilaple  of  land  wouM~not  sell  for  more  than 
twenty  years  purchase,  the  Chamberlayne  plan 
was  sent  to  a  conuolttee  which  reported  favorably 
upon  it.  altlMUgh  no  dedMbn  was  reached  at  the 
Ume. 

Two  yean  late;  the  matter  came  up.  Again. 
.  though  not  In  Iti  earlier  form.  It  was  now  pro- 
posed to  invite  subscriptioaa  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Land  Bank.  If  a  million  of  money  was 
subscribed  by  a  certain  date  fixed,  the  Land  Bank 
was  to  eoBM  Into  •■Willdft.  it  was  to  be  required 
to  lend  money  on  land  mortgage  at  not  more  than 
4  per  cent.  Unfortunately  for  the  projectors,  <mly 
twenty-one  hundred  pounds  vrero iObaerilMd.  and 
the  scheme  fell  through.  The  reason  was  plain. 
The  country. gentlemen  could  not  lend  money  to 
Iha  proliei.  THey  wished  lg  well^  but  thfy  did  ao 
fcggjjgg  llMy  WllM  to  b«gi«w,  not  to  lead,  int 


The  date  .set  for  the  repudiation  by  the  Ontario 
Government  of  its  contract  with  the  Quebec 
Power  Companies  is  October  31.  The  effect  of  this 
step  on  the  credit  of  the  Province  has  already 
been,  to  some  extent,  discounted.  The  actual 
happening,  however,  cannot  fail  to  prove  an  em- 
barrassmeht  both  in  a  politlpal  and  financial 
sense  to  the  Ontario  and  Federal' Governments. 
It  will  inevitably  have  its  effect  on  the  credit  of 
Canada  and  at  a  time  when  a  new  Government 
ha.s  gone  Into  office  at  Ottawa.  When  the  On- 
tario legislature  passed  the  act  of  invalidation, 
and  sanctioned  repudiation,  the  British  market 
as  a  .source  of  fund.s  for  Canadian  investment  was 
closed.  The  repudiation  is  a  matter  involving 
$300,000,000.  It  bivolves  even  more,  because '  it 
raises  the  question  of  how  much  sanctity  there  Is 
in  public  undertakings.  Commenting  on  the  pro- 
posed move.  The  Montreal  Gazette  says: 

"In  repudiating  these  contracta  Ontario  la' not 
only  breaking  faith  with  the  power  companies 
and  with  the  Investor;  It  is  sacrificing  its  good 
name.  This  would  be  bad  enough  If  Ontario's 
credit  alone  were  concerned:  but  Ontario  is  one 
of  the  greatest  and  ricliest  Provinces  of  the  Do- 
minion, and  when  It  takes  a  step  of  this  charac- 
ter it  impairs  the  credit  of  all  Canada.  The  situa- 
tion is  a  very  awkward  one  for  the  Dominion 
Government.  A  great  deal  of  imponant  financing 
within  the  next  few  years,  and  even  months,  lies 
before  that  Government,  and  it  cannot  hope  to 
eaeape  the  effeeta  of  the  aetkm  irbleh  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Ontario  ia  coatemplatbit.''
